While we are aware of the 
need for flood control pro¬ 
jects, we feel that there are 
frequently alternative tech- 
irical solutions for a given 
problem. The Chapter has 
seen very little evidence in 
the past that preservation 
of existing natural values 
has been seriously con¬ 
sidered. The Chapter op¬ 
poses disrupting structures 
in our mountain canyons 
unless there is clear proof 
that there are no alterna¬ 
tive methods of protection 
that would cause less des¬ 
truction' to .natural vegeta¬ 
tion and natural contours of 
the canyons. 

II. The Angeles Chapter 
feels strongly that the prin¬ 
ciples set forth in the gen¬ 
eral resolution relative to 
destruction of our mountain 
canyons by unrrecessary 
check dams, concrete chan¬ 
nels and drainage pipes ap¬ 
plies to the proposed “flood 
control” work in Little Santa 
Anita Canyon and opposes 
such project pending further 
study and full public hear- 
irrgs, with an opportunity 
for all interested parties to 
be heard.

The death on January 11, 
of Dr. Robert Edwin Walk¬ 
er, former superintendent of 
Sierra Madre City Schools 
from 1958 to 1961 will be 
mourned by many friends 
here.
